U.S. Arms Control Aide Says 
‘We've Been Had’ on A- Sales

WASHINGTON, July 25 (WP. 
—The U.S. government's top arms 
control official has told a Senate 
hearing that “we've been had” 
by nations that used U.S. civilian 
nuclear assistance for their atom-

Fred Tkle, director of the Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency. 
told the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee riday that the Unit- 
ed States has acquired a better 
understanding of the dangers of 
nuclear exports and “come a long’ 
way in the iast three or four 
years” toward better policies. = _ 

However, he declined to make 
ἃ blanket endorsement of current 
programs and said U.S. policy 
should “keep moving ahead.” 

Tn testimony on legislation to 
reorganize nuclear export deliber- 
ations. Mr. Ikle acknowledged 
that U.S. nuclear assistance help- 
ed India prepare for its May, 1974, 
atomic blast, the country’s first.

Immunization

NEW YORK, July 25 (NYT).— 
The mass immunization program 
for swine fhi announced by 
President Ford nearly four months 
ago has been meeting increasing 
Scientific and medical criticism 
and technical obstacles. 

There is a growing consensus 
that the government scientists 
who first identified the new virus. 
following an outbreak at Fort 
Dix, NJ., in February, may have 
overestimated its threat. 

Critics of the plan say that the 
government scientists were too 
quick to link the Fort Dix virus 
to one that caused a pandemic 
in 1918 and 1919.

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Growing Tensions in East Africa 


The wide swings of policy—or at least of 
statements of pdlicy—by Uganda's President 
Idi Amin make it difficult to guess at the 
course of events in East Africa, But his 
exchanges of vituperation with ‘Kenya. if 
they do not lead to outright war, have at 
least gravely damaged one of the most 
advanced forms of African national eolla- 
oration: the East African Community. 

Like much of Africa, the ares covered by 
Kenya. Uganda and Tanzania was irration- 
ally split by the “corporate imperialism” of 
the late nineteenth century when adventur- 
ous businessmen, army officers and officials 
generally, from Sritain, Getmany and 
France, “walked,” in the words of one his- 
torian, “up and down Africa with packets of 
‘treaty forms' in their kit.” In due course, 
Some kind of order emerged, but the terri- 
torial lines crossed tribal, historical and 
economic boundaries. 

After World War I, when Germany was 
ousted from its African colonies, the British 
gradually organized a kind of economic unit 
comprising Kenya, Uganda and the formerly 
German Tanganyika—now Tanzania, When 
these colonial provinces finally became na- 
tion states, they very wisely clung to the 
idea of a common economic policy for East 
Africa, and the East African Community and 
Common Market emerged. 

It provided joint corporations to run the 
railways, harbors, posts and telecommunica- 
tdous and airways of the three countries; 
ereated a development tank snd coopera- 
tion in collecting taxes and customs, and, 


in fact, formed’ a single trade unit. For . 


developing countries with a common British 


tradition extending over more than half a 
century, it was an arrangement that made 
excellent sense. . 

But political rivalries existed, and became 
heated when Idi Amin took power in Uganda. 
He lald vague claims to Kenyan territory, 
refused—according to the government of 
Jomo Kenyatta—to pay his bills for trans~ 
porting goods from the sea (Uganda is land- 
locked) and, after the Entebbe skyjack in- 
cident, threatened war on Kenya. Now in 
the aftermath of that episode. which in- 
cludes harsh treatment of Kenyans in 
Uganda and blockades of Ugandan ship- 
ments through Kenya, the future of East 
Africa seems bleak. 

Mach more is involved in this tragic affair 
than the three countries directly concerned, 
The African states have generally regarded 
terms of trade and aid with the industrial-~ 
ized states as the key to their development. 
But whatever the advanced economies do for 
Africa, the most important factor is what 
Africans do for, or to, one another. Not 
only is their co-operation essential ix deal- 
ings with the industrialized world, but it is 
necessary for mere survival To waste time, 
energy and Hves in contests with other 
African states, to fail to maintain the system 
of communications on which trade and 
development depends, is suicidal. But can 
sach considerations impress Idi Amin? In- 
deed, what considerations do impress 
Uganda's life president? 


Ending the Offset Era 


For almost two decades, no problem in 
Bonn-Wazhington relations has been more 
persistent or corrosive than the series of 
prolonged biannual negotiations for pay- 
ments by West Germany ta offset the expen- 
ditures of the 200,000 U.S. troops stationed 
there. 

Congressional concern over the growing 
deficit in the U.S. balance of payments 
started In the late 1950s, fueling the succes- 
sion of motions by Sen. Mansfield that de- 
manded withdrawal of as many as half the 
‘U.S. troops in Europe. Only three years ago. 
the Jackson-Nunn amendment provided that 
the cost of U.S. troops in Europe had to be 
entirely offset by their host countries, a pro- 
vision that applied to all the NATO ailies. 
West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, 
then finance minister, called t+ “blackmail” 
‘ut finally gecepted another two-year, $2.2- 
billion offset agreement. . ᾿ 

As 8 result, there was general disbelief 
when Schmidt, on the expiration of this 
accord im June, 1975, let % be known that 
he had negotiated his last such agreement. 
President -Ford’s quiet acceptance of this 
decision has now brought an era to a close 
—with astonishingly Httle congressional 
comment. ; 

Politically and psychologically, the offset 
agreements were ahways unfortunate, even 
when 2 necessity financially. To Germans, 
they resembled the oceupation costs paid. 
immediately after the war and they repre- 
sented an onerous tax and budget burden. 
U.S. threats to withdraw troops if offset pay- 
ments were reduced made it appear that the 
troops were there entirely to serve German 
interests, rather than as part of a common 
NATO defense that protecta U.S. security. 

. Yet there was no reason why the presence 
of U.S. troops In the common interest 
should have benefitted the foreign exchange 


reserves of West Germany in surpius at the 
expense of 8. United States with a balance- 
of-payments deficit and shrinking reserves. 

There was no good solution to this prob- 
lem. But what has happened now. without 
most Americans realizing it, is that the 
problem has virtually disappeared. 

The reform of the international monetary 
system, including adoption of floating ex- 
change rates, has halted the drain on the 
U.S. gold reserves and helped put the U.S. 
balance of payments into surplus. 

Moreover, the balance-of-payments cost of 
the U.S. troops in Germany, at $1.1 billion a 
year, pow appears small compared to such 
international capital flows as the billions of 
petrodoliars coming from the OPEC coun- 
tries into U.S: banks. It is little more now 
than 1 per cent of the value of U.S. exports, 
whith have more than quintupled since the 
offset program began, to a staggering total 
of $107 billion last year. As it 15, German 
arms purchases in the United States together 
with contributions to U.S. base construction 
offset, almost half the U.S. troop costs, 

The end of the offset era undoubtedly will 
benefit the political fortunes of Schmidt in 
the approaching West German elections. But 
the United States may prove the greater 
beneficiary in the end. The troop costs and 
palance-of-payments deficits of the past 
two decades have clouded thinking in the 
United States about the true security inter- 
ests of the country. : ; 

From a budgetary point of view, it costs no 
more to maintain U.S. forces in Europe than 
in the United States—and may even cost 
somewhat less. While mutual Soviet-U.S. 
troop Tednctions must still be pursued, pres- 
sures for unilateral U.S. force reductions are 
likely to lessen now that security rather than 
finances will be the determining factor.

British Budget Cuts 


In the face of bitter opposition from its 
left wing and the trade unions, Britain's 
Labor government has taken a daring step 
to achieve economic recovery. Chancellor 
of the Exchequer Denis Healey has an-~ 
nounced cuts in public spending for next 
year of $1.78 billion—many in areas such as 
housing. health, education, and unemploy~ 
ment benefits that have long:been at the 
heart of the Labor party program. 

With unemployment at a postwar peak of 
1.3 million, it required rare political courage 
for Healey and Prime Minister Callaghan to 
decree further deflationary moves for 1977. 
Lacking an overall House af Commons ma- 
jority, the government will be risking its 
existence in the fight for the enabling legis~ 
lation, But, as Healey told the Commons, 
he had no acceptable alternative, partic- 
warly in light of Britain's halance-of-pay- 
ments defleit. ;

“trial nations made a $5.3-billion credit avail~" 


able in June to halt the ran on the pound, 
they set a six-month limit and warned that 
Britain thereafter would have to get addi~ 
tional belp from the International Monetary 


Fond. Healey’s budget slash is one of the 
conditions the IMF would exact for a new 
loan. The action is more important es an 
indication of direction on public spending 
than for the amount, modest enough in a 
projected expenditure of $95 billion. 

On the home front, despite Healey’s warn- 


ing that new taxes will also be necessary, the © 


budget cuts are additional evidence for 
business leaders that the government is per- 
sisting in the process of shifting priority 
from expansion of the welfare state to en- 
ecouragement of private enterprise. The 
process moves the Labor government back 
toward political center and will make it less 
vulnerable to effective attack from its Con- 
servative opposition. 

Britain has a long way to go ta achieve 
economic stability with growth. Healey's 
cuts unquestionably mean hardship for many 
Britons, especially those hit by the even 
higher unemployment that the government 
concedes. will be a short-run result. But in 
Britain's peculiarly difficult situation, this 


action should ease the path to recovery—if - 


the government can only keep its own troops 
in line to carry it out.

Paul Morand 


July 25 (AP).—Paul 
Morand, 88, French writer and 
former diptomat who incurred the 
wrath of Gen. Charies de Gaulle 
for working in the diplomatic 
service of Vichy France, died 
Friday while undergoing treat- 
ment in the cardiological séction 
of a hospital here. 


Mr. Morand was elected to the 
French Academy in 1968 after 
tive attempts spanning 32 years. 
De Gaulle, as protector of the 
Academy during his terms as 
president, vetoed consideration of 
Mr, Morand in 1959 but withdrew 
his opposition 10 years Jater. 


Mr, Morand entered the diplo- 
matic service in 1913 and London 
was his first post. He held a 
number of posts in Europe and 
Asia before he returned to Lon- 
don in 1939-40 as head of the 
French mission for economic war- 
fare. He was named minister to 
Romania in 1943 and ambassador 
to Switzerland in 1944. He con- 
tinned to live in Switzerland until 
after his election to the Academy. 
Starting in 1919 with a coliec- 
tion of poems, he wrote dozens 
of novels, plays, essays and books 
of, travel. He found his greatest 


’ literary popularity between the 


two world wars but was consider- 
ed old fashioned by the time be 
was elected to the Academy. 

His besi-koown novels were 
“Ouvert la Nuit” (Open at Night) 
nm 1922, “Lewis et Iréne” in 1924 
and “L'Homme pressé” (The Man 
in a Hurry) in 1941.

Near Eritrea 
Guerrillas in Ethiopia 
May Be Holding Briton 


LONDON, July 25 1 APi.—Jon 
Swain, tho won Britain's “Jour- 
nalist of the Year" prize for his 
reporting of the Communist take- 
over in Cambodia, ts missing in 
Ethiopia. The Sunday Times, 
which sent him there, said if be- 
lieves he has been kidnapped by 
Eritrean guerrillas, 

Mr. Swain vanished 40 days 
ago. Eis employers, breaking the 
news in today's editions, revealed 
that the rest of the British press 
had joined in keeping silent while 
the Sunday Times and the 
Foreign Office tried ta find him. 

Publication was decided when 
the Ethiopians on Thursday told 
Wilham Smith. the British con- 
sul in Addis Ababa, it was “too 
dangerous" for bim to visit 
Axum. the northern town where 
Mr, Swain was last seen on June 
15. 

According to the Sunday 
Times, Mr. Swain, 28. arrived in 
Addis Ababa on June 7 to report 
the progress of the peasant army 
mobilized by the government 
against secessionist guerrilias in 
the northern province of Eritrea. 
He cabled his London office next 
day from the main post office 
and that was the last the news- 
paper heard from him. 

Two Flying Trips 

Ethiopian Airlines said it flew 
Mr, Swain 350 miles north from 
Addis Ababa to Makale, capital 
of Tigre Province, which borders 
Eritrea, on June 11. The next day 
he flew 70 miles northwest to 
Axum, close to the Eritrean 
border where the peasant army 
was encamped. 

‘The Axum police said the reg- 
ister of a hotel there showed 
that Mr. Swain checked in on 
June 14 and left the next day. 
No other trace of him was re- 
ported. 

A senior government official in 
Tigre Province said that Mr. 
Swain had probably gone “ex- 
ploring.” 

Guerrillas have been fighting 
in Eritrea for 15 years and since 
the present military government 
deposed Emperor Haile Selassie 
in 1974, separatist groups have 
also surfaced in Tigre Province. 

Mr. Swain is the eighth Briton 
currently missing in northern 
Ethiopia, where foreigners, in- 
eluding missionaries and tech- 
nical aid assistants, have been 
caught up in the conflict, The 
seven others all disappeared in 
May and the Sunday Tones rand 
they are all believed to be 

guerrilla hands. 


Lisbon Cleanup Painting Over 


Excesses of the Revolution 
By Marvine Howe 


LISBON, July 25 (NYT).— 
They are painting Lisbon’s cen- 
tral Black Horse Square a new 
democratic pink -despite ideologi- 
cal and artistic protests. 

The paint job is part of a cam- 
paign to clean up the capital 
after two years of political battles 
waged in 2 large part in words 
on Lisboxi's walls and monu- 
ments. 

The tidying-up is symptomatic 
of the period that has begun 
with the recent election of Pres- 
ident Antonio Ramalho Eanes, 
who has promised to restore 
order to Portugal's wayward 
revolution. 

For months, workers peeled 
and scraped the dull green paint 
on the government buildings on 
the square, which is officially 
called Praca do Comercio. The 
green had to go because it was 
associated with the dictatorship 
of Antonio de Oliveira Salazar. 

Chosen by Public 
A poll was held to see what 
color the square should be, The 
Ministry of the Economy was 
painted in rainbow colors and 
the public was asked to choose. 
The consensus was pink. 

The choice has stirred an out- 
cry from architects and art his- 
torians, who insist that the square 
should be in the original ocher. 
The tall, classic building were 
laid out facing the Tagus River 
after an earthquake destroyed 
much of the city in 1755. 

“It's a crime against the ὅλ. 
tional patrimony,” an art critic, 
Jose Augusto Franca, ‘wrote of 
the pink walls, “You should not 
consult the public on something 
it’ knows nothing about but in- 
stead it should be educated.” 

There were protests from con- 
servative political circles that 
“tendentious” and 
openly prefer the’ late Salazar's 
lettuce green, 

Cleanup Brigades 

Cleanup brigades have also be- 
gun to scrape away the thick 
layers of posters and wal! murals 
that have been accumulating since 
the overthrow of the rightist dic- 
iatorship on April: 25,. 1974, 

“The population is sick of the 
disorder and wants to see the 
place cleaned up.” Lisbon’s mayor, 
Col, Lino Jose Gois Ferreira, one 
of the leaders of the campaign. 
remarked recently. 

Cleaning monuments will be an 
expensive proposition, he empha- 
sized, because City Hall - would 
have to call on techniclans with 
special cleansers, 

Getting rid of garbage is the 
mayor's concern—and that, too, 
will be 2 heavy burden on the 
city budget. 

“Lisbon js much dirtier than 
it was before the revolution,” he 
conceded. 

It is partly City Hall's fault, 
86 said, explkiming that some of 


the best qualified persons left 
the country after the revolution. 
Some contractors closed and there 
are fewer vehicles for garbage 
collection. Sanitation men, who 
got raises, have only worked by 
day because the city cannot af- 
ford to pay 50-per-cent overtime 
for night collection. 

The mayor said the public was 


also to blame because it confused. 


its new liberty with license and 
no longer took care of public 
property, 

An important part of the clean~ 
up program will be public educa- 
tion, the mayor said. 

. Other Areas 

There have been cleanup drives 
in other domains. A few weeks 
ago, the government ruled that 
pornography would have to go 
~and for the most part it dis- 
appeared from sidewalk news- 
stands and kiosks. In its place, 
Wild West adventures and comic 
books abound. 

However, some kiosks will sell 
pornography under the counter 
to special cHents. “Old folks still 
come in asking for porno and 
sneak out embarrassed when Σ 
Temind them about the decree 
that bans it,” = Lisbon dealer 
said, adding that young Portu- 
guese had never been much ἰπ- 
terested In it. . 

Prostitution, which was con- 
doned by the Salazar dictator- 
ship and which has been boom- 
ing, has also been restrained. The 
authorities have tried to show a 
firm hand, with raids and arrests 
when prostitutes are too flagrant 
in the main thoroughfares. They 
are not particularly visible near 
center cily bars but are moving 
more to the suburbs, where they 
wait discreetly at bus stops. 

Living costs and unemployment 
have soared, and more women, 
maids in particular, have been 
going into prostitution out of 
necessity, People can no longer 
afford maids because the revolu- 
tion has brought higher wages.

Guerrilla’s Death Is Blow to Argentine Left

BBvENos ATRES (WP).—The 

death of Marxist guerrilla 
leader Roberto Santucho hes 
dealt Argentine’s extreme left 9 
blow comparable only ta the 
slaying in 1967 in Bolivia of 
Cuban revolutionary Ernesto 
(Che! Guevara, according to mili- 
tary leaders here. 


Police and military ojfficigls 
were openly fubilant over the 
deaths last Monday of Mr. San- 
tuche. 39, and his top deputy, 
Jose Urteage, in 5 shobtaut in & 
suburban apartment house that 
Jeft at least eight persons dead. 
Two other leaders of Mr. San- 
tucho’s People's Revolutionary 
Army—its initials in Spanish sre 
ERP—were also reported to have 
died the same day along with 
three others in 8 Separate en- 
counter. 


“T thought it would take 18 
months, maybe two years after 
March 24," said a high official, 
referring to the-day the army 
took power here, “but it's Just 2 
matter of a few months now.

THE LIVES OF ROGER CASEMENT 
By B.L. Reid. Yale. 532 pp. $25,

FX _Peomuary 1065 Sir Harold 
Wilson gave permission for the 
decomposed remains of Sir Roger 
Casement (he had been buried in 
lime like a common murderer) to 
be removed to Ireland, where they 
were received in majestic state. At 
the funeral, 15 nations were rep- 
resented, including, ironically, 
England, whose government had 
hanged him. The sick and aging 
Trish President Eamon De Valera 
Tose from his bed to deliver an 
oration first in Irish (which 
would have been incomprehensible 
to Casement), then in Enclish— 
the theme being the martyrdom 
of Casement, an Ulsterman, in 
the cause of Ireland. It was a 
fitting end, bordering somewhat 
on fantasy, to a life of quixotic 
adventure, 


Casement's story is like a moun- 
tain range caught im she setting 
sun—the peaks are brilliant, clear, 
strongly defined, glowing with 
color, the valleys deep, dark and 
obscure, Born of impeccable Prot- 
estant Irish ancestry, shabby- 
genteel with more infiuential 
connections, he was orphaned 
early, grew-up haphazardly, drift- 
ed to Africa, picked up 2 consular 
job in Old Calabar, became oul- 
raged by Leopold of the Befgians' 
atrocities in the Congo, and set 
about exposing them with re- 
morseless intensity that brought 
him considerable notoriety and 
wes instrumental in his dispatch 
te South America, His investiga- 
tions inte the treatment of the 
Indians at Putumayo on the 
Amazon brought him still greater 
fame, and finally official recog- 
nition with a knighthood. 

Conversion to the cause of 
Treland followed, “The ‘white In- 
dians’ of Ireland are heavier on 
my δες than all the In- 
dians of the rest of the 
earth,” he wrote, Action al- 
ways followed rapidly on Case- 
ment’s commitments. He plunged 
into the Irish Volunteer Move- 
ment, reached Germany via 
America during World War I, 
attempted to form an Irish Le- 
gion, was landed by submarine 
just before the Easter Rising in 
1916, which he hoped to stop be- 
cause of the faire of German 
military equipment to arrive, was 
rounded up in a maiter of hours, 
transported to Britain, tried as 
a traitor, hanged.

since, Casement was a man of 
great nobility, of exceptional 
bravery throughout his lite, 
man about whom close friends of 
decades had not the slightest 
suspicion of his moral integrity. 
He became martyr, hero, victim, 

To get behind the rumors and 
the myths has taken a long time; 
the scrappy, often contradictory 
evidence that Casement left be- 
hind has proved herd to silt. 
And exciting and dramatic as 
Casement's Hfe obviously was, the 
man himself waS ἃ mass’ of 
shadows, shifting in attitudes, 
caught up in romantic fantasies, 
unbélierably incompetent, an in- 
curable drifter, often neurotically 
il. 

Few subjects could be more dif- 
ficult for a biographer, BL. Reid 
has triumphed in this book. The 
excitement of Casement's career 
is there, so is everything else: 
his obvious homosexuality, his 
compassion, his bravery, his total 
incompetence. his noble bearing 
@t his traiter’s death, Reid's 
judgment is cool, sympathetic, 
wise, and his book admirable tn 
Structure and very readable. How- 
ever, there is one weakness. Reid 
detaches, as it were, Casement's 
homosexuality from the rest of 
his life—that was his preference, 
85 another man’s might be for 
girls. ‘This appears to create a 
proper sense of proportion by 
disentangling Casement’s achieve- 
ments from his sexual predilec- 
tions, It also underlines the 
Yoathsome actions of Lord New- 
ton and FE. Smith, who used 
the diaries to discredit Casement, 
Nevertheless, it evades -what is 
central to an understanding of 
Casement's career. This only 
makes sense in terms of his com- 
pulsive homosexuality. It cannot 
be detached from his beliefs or 
his bravery. 

Quite early Casement recognized 
his nature, probably at 16, if not 
sooner, and so he found a con- 
ventional career. which would 
have been quite easy for him to 
obtain, impossible to pursue. Like 
many 19th-century homosexuals, 
he discovered it was easier to 
practice with foreigners or with 
working-class or lower-middle- 
class youths. He was more ot 
ease, more at heme, away from 
Britain and Ireland during his 
youth and early manhood. His 
tastes also led him to know 
through his heart, not bis head. 
what it was like to be despised 
and downtrodden and rejected. to 
be one of those born without the 
luck of the draw. 

Tt may be hard to believe that 
a man compulsively obsessed. with 
the size of penises and gnal pen- 
etration could be a man of no- 
bility, compassion and bravery: 
who could give his life almost 
cheerfully for a doomed cause. 
Maybe hitterly hard for Catholic 
Ireland to believe. But so it was.

He wants, next, a permanent 
manned space station in earth 
orbit, a stepping stone to the 
moon, where, be hopes, there will 
Soon be “a mining syndicate.” Af- 
ter that, the sky is no limit. 

“All my life I've written about 
colonies in space,” be says. “I 
want to see one.” 


As for de-mythifying Mars. 
Asimov is exuberant. 

“We'll find out what it’s really 
like.” he says. “That's not in- 
hibiting for a writer. That means 
a whole new set of stories, Every 
advance of science. opens up new 
possibilities for fiction.” 

Doesn't Fly 

Why didn’t Asimov go to Pasa- 
dena? 

“Carl Sagan invited me a dozen 
fimes, but I don't fly.” 

Dr. Sagan, the Cornell Univer- 
sity astronomer on the Viking 
Project team, has been going 
around for months trying to col- 
lect science-fiction writers for the 
great event. 

One of those he importuned was 
Kurt Vonnegut jr. 

“Carl,” says Vonnegut, “told us 
there might be people on Mars." 

Vonnegut almost went to Pasa- 
dena for the scheduled July 4 
touchdown, but stayed at a beach 
on Long Island instead. Asked 
about the landing, he is typically 
laconic: “I'm relieved they sent 
instruments.” Pressed to elaborate, 
he confesses wanting ἕο know 
more about the atmosphere. 
Pushed hard he admits: “Tt's bet- 
ter than the moon.” 

Frank Herbert, author of the 
“Dune” trilogy, also stayed at 
home. But he watched the land- 
ing on TV. 

“I think,” he says, “that science- 
fiction writers and the scientists 
engaged in space exploration, ia 
their fantasies and their work, 
are the only people concerned 
with making ys immortal. The 
Planet's finite, So is the solar 
System. Most people don't just 
live from paycheck to paycheck; 
they live from the late movie to 
the alarm clock. Our attention 

span is short, But to survive we've 
got to colonize, It’s very exciting. 
It fits my picture of the universe."

Bayreuth 
Shedding Its 
Idolatry and 
Cultism

is celebrating the hundredth an- 
niversary of the festival started 
here by Richard Wagner ex- 


» Clusively for the music dramas 


οἵ Richard Wagner, and it is 
beginning its second century in 
a relaxed and low-key way for 
a Place that has often been 
shrouded in the mists of idoletry 
and cultism. 

The ceremonial opening Pri- 
day evening in the Festsplelhaus 
for an invited audience of 1,900 
had smrprisingly pertinent 
speeches by the presidents of 
‘West Germany and the State 
of Bavaria and the mayor of 
Bayreuth, preceded by the pre- 
lude to “Die Meistersinger” and 
followed by that opera's Joyous 
inal scene. 

In the cool dampness outside 
the theater, the popular festiv- 
ities were going on for real. A 
crowd of 3,000 or 50 Bayreuthers 
surrounded the theater, watched 
the dignitaries arrive, listened 
to the speeches and music over 
Joudspeakers and consumed 
bratwurst and beer at picnic 
tables. 

Yesterday, Haus Wahbnfried— 
the house Wagner built for him- 
self and which uniil recently 
was sill a family home—was 
ceremonially opened to a public 
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that, for the most part, was 
acquainted with the inside only 
through the familiar portraits 
and photographs of the com- 
poser and his family circle. 
Physically renovated at a total 
cost of 3.2 million deutsche 
marks it is now a Wagner 
museum that will be open from 
nine to five the year round. 


Wagneriana_ 


The property around the 
heavy and forbidding villa is 
now a public park, so that one 
can walk from Richard Wagner 
Stzasse pest the house and the 
graves of the composer and 
Cosima (his second wife and 
the daughter of Franz Liszt} to 
the Hofgarten. Inside, except 
for the entrance hall with busts 
and statues of Richard and 
Cosima and characters from the 
music dramas, and the salon 
that looks strangely naked with- 
out its overstuffed Victorian 
furnishings, the rooms upstairs 
and down are filled with 
‘Wagneriana. They include such 
items as the writing desk on 
which he sketched the score of 

" the sofa from the 
Palazzo Vendramin in Venice on 
which he is said to have died, 
‘Lisst’s Stummklavier—ihe silent 
keyboard the great pianist used 
to practice on wher traveling. 
and a set of unsold tickets to 
the first complete performance 
of Wagner's “ring” cycle in 1876 
—the event being celebrated 
this year. 


There were no unsold tickets 
lest night as the festival got 
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down to the serious business of 
a new production of “Der Ring 
des Nibelungen"—the 

that inaugurated the “provi- 
sional" Festspielhaus a hundred 
years ago and, with ali its un- 
sold seats, set Wagner back 
personally 150,000 marks. This 
time it is being conducted and 
staged by an all-French team 
headed by Pierre Boulez and 
Patrice Chéreau--the same 
French whose culture is scoro- 
fully alluded to in Hans Sachs's 
Peroration mM “Meistersinger” 
and whom Wagner vilified 50 
often in his long love-hate 
relationship with France. 


Openness 


All of this contributes to what 
seems to be a new sense of 
openness at Bayreuth, Part of 
it is the very ‘practical reason 
that this is no longer a family 
business but has gone public in 
the form of a foundation that 
has taken over control of the 
festival, the theater and its 
dependent buikiings, Haus 
Wahniried and the archives. 
Wagner had his Ludwig I.

been no Bayreuth festival, while 
grandson Wolfgang Wagner will 
continue to run the festival 
under the segis of the state of 
Bavaria.
